Dear Sam: The day after I had 


identified thc bodies of the three pros 
pcctors kilcd by Apaches, I left Fort 
Cummings and made my way to thc 
end of the Santa Fe Railway tracks.

The states for the mosl par! have

"The two mosl frequent causes of 


jail disorders." said Dr. Bixby, "are 
overcrowding and idleness among con- 
victs."

The Supreme Court ruling was that 


a state lannot tax thus a

agendy, since that would give states 
the power lo tax out of existence 
agencies created by the federal gov- 
ernment. But the case turned on the 
question of whether the government 
had a right to establish such a bank 
in the first place. 


Implied Power Upheld; 


Here Marshall made his best expo- 


sition of "implied powers;" Admit- 
ting that the Constitution did not say 
directly that Congress could establish 
a bank, Marshall argued that this 
power was implied by the granted 
powers of laying and collecting taxes, 
borrowing money, 
regulating com- 


merce, and' waging; war. 


Here again the attacks on Marshall 


and the Supreme Court as undermin- 
ing state power were bitter and long- 
sustained. They lasted until the only 
really popular decision he ever made, 
in Gibbons vs. Ogden, in which tho 
court ruled that a steamship monopo- 
ly granted by astate was unconstitu- 
tional. This laid the foundation of 
federal regiilation of trade under the 
commerce clause. 


Clashes With Jackson 


Marshall was now an old man of 77 


(today's 'Supreme Court averages 70 
years of age), and was out of step 
with the "reign" of President Andrew 
Jnckson, who had come storming into 
the White House in 1829. 


Then came Marshall's last great ca''c, 


in which he was forced to own a bit- 
ter defeat. The

Chase Is Impeached 


Indignation exploded all over the 


country. With Jefferson's 
approval. 


Chase was impeached by Ihe House 
and placed on Irial before the Senate. 


It was well understood thai if Chase 


were fired, the rest of the federal 
judges would be likely to follow, to be 
replaced by Democratic appointees of 
Jefferson. The Democrats were not 


[ able to hold even theit own member- 


ship in line, however, and Chase was 
acquitted. 


This case, the only impeachment o 


I a Supreme Court justice, helped to 
make firmer the place of Marshall anc 
the rest of Ihe federal judiciary. 


Then followed a series of importa- 


nnt decisions by the Supreme Court 
each strengthening the cause of un- 
ion, federal power, and the upreme 
Court as Ihe last word in interpret ing 
the Constitution. 


In Fletcher vs. Peck the court t._ 


scried ils power to annual state laws 
it considered contrary to the federal 
Constitution, and denied that states 
could pass laws impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts. 


Webster Pleads Cause 


Next came the famous Dartmouth 


cullcge case, argued so forcefully and 
emotionally by Daniel Webster. Ill is, 
sir. as I have said, a small college.

The stale of New Hampshire had 


passed a law reorganizing the college 
•.mder public control despite ils old 
nrivate charier from Ihe king in Spre- 
Revolutionary days. Marshall's opin- 
ion staled clearly lhat Ihis old char- 
ter was a contract, not to be impaired 
by stale action without violating the 
Constitution. 


Many lawyers consider Marshall's 


decision in McCulloch vs. Maryland 
his masterpiele. The federal govern- 
ment had chartered a national bank, 
and the state of Maryland Ivied to tax 


desrtyoing their government. 


Despite his expressed friendliness 


to the Cherokees, Marshall ruled thai 
they had no power to come to the 
court as a foreign nation, and dismiss- 
ed the suit. 


But the eonstitutiomiality of Geor- 


gia's laws seizing Ihe Cherokee terri- 
ory was next questioned. One Sam- 
uel Worcester, a missionary to the 
Cherokees, refusing to leave the ter- 
ritory at Georgia's order, was arrest- 
ed, and put at hard labor in the pen- 
itentiary. 


The Supreme Court heard the case 


(Georgia for the second time refus- 
ing ot take part, or admit the court 
had any right to hear the case) and 
Marshall's flat decision was that all 
Georgia's Cherokee laws were void, 
as going against the Constitution and 
the treaties and relations between the 
United States government and 
the 


Cherokees. 


Defeat for Marshall 


Georgia scoffed, her governor called 


the court's opinion "usurpation," and 
President Jackson, who had been for 
Georgia, al Ithe time, is reported to 
have said scornfully, "John Marshall 
has made his decision. Now let him 
enforce il!" 


Of course he could not, for the Su- 


preme Court has never claimed power 
to enforce its rulings, nor has it any. 
The Cherokee laws 
were actually 


strengthened by Georgia, and Worces- 
ter stayed a year in jail after the de- 
ision. 
Then, Georgia, having successfully 


defied the court, he was pardoned. 


Three years later John Mai-shall 


died, and with him died a wholo era 
of American history in whose mak- 
ing he had a vital part.
